mulgate by the score and which tell j 
nearly 
every 
citizen,

worker to big corporation, what he j 
shall do. 
After jt parsed the 
House, 
the 
Walter-Logan 
bill 
was 
approved 
unanimously bv the Senate Judiciary 
committee. 
But even to this day, a 
small group of Senators is fighting 
to the last ditch to keep the Senate 
from voting on the bill. 
They k n o w 
that if the Senate does vote, it will 
pass the bill by a whopping majority.

Its passage has been de­ 
manded by many groups, including 
not onlv manufacturer** -who want in­ 
dustrial peace so they may turn out 
national defense equipment but also 
the Ame! iran Federation of Labor 
Polls of public opinion have for a 
long time indicated a similar desire. 
Thus even though this small group 


of Senate obstructionist* might not 
like the bill which the House passed, 
they are aware of the general desire 
for amendments to the Wagner Act. 
They have had ample time to prepare 
amendments which would have been 
agreeable to themselves. 
Instead, it is pointed out by tho 
defense-conscious 
legislators, 
they 
have just silt tight and done nothing.
